Dont you think it’s about time we 
discounted that old admonition, “‘Beau- 
ty is only skin deep?’’ Cosmetics scien- 
tists work practically around the clock 
to take care of skin, hair and nails beau- 
ty, but what about that inner beauty 
that comes only from a special mixture 
anyone can concoct? 

The formula goes something like 
this: mix a portion of assurance, a por- 
tion of interest in others, a sense of hu- 
mor and an abundance of good health;

Continue main- 
taining good posture, walking or sitting, 
and it will become habitual. Now you’ll 
breathe properly and easily.

Next step: do eat properly. Drink 
fruit juices and learn to say ‘‘No thank 
you”’ to those extra pastries. Your body 
is a highly mechanized machine. It must 
be kept in superior working condition — 
unless you want to strip its gears, clog 
its filters or overload its chassis. Don’t 
over-exercise the facial muscles with 
frowns. It makes wrinkles.

lated to the entertainment world: a re- 
cording company, a hotel, a nightclub 
and a film company. And he composes 
music for movies and TV. (When tuning 
in his TV set he often hears his own 
compositions used as background music 
or cues for shows.) 

Perhaps the most profound change 
in Geordie’s life has come from the influ- 
ence of the Maharishi Mahesh Yogi, the 
famous prophet who has counted the 
Beatles as his followers. The Maharishi’s 
central message is ‘““The Kingdom of 
Heaven lies within.’’ Geordie considers 
him a ‘“‘fantastic creature,” says ‘‘He’s 
just one of those people you don’t see 
every generation.” 

Geordie spends about an hour a day 
at meditation. He says it “‘plugs you 
into your inner source of life.’”’ He defin- 
es meditation as “‘not thinking , . . get- 
ting into very subtle levels of the inside 
of your being.’ These days, Geordie has 
plenty of opportunity to consult the 
Maharishi whenever he wants to — the 
prophet is a tenant in Geordie’s office 
building and center in Los Angeles that 
includes Geordie’s recording studio and 
a theatre for concerts and lectures. 

Geordie’s present wife, Nancy, a 
wide-eyed, deeply tanned beauty, was 
with him at the Waldorf, wearing a bril- 


liant orange sari. She is helping an un- 
usual new ballet company get started in 
Los Angeles. Geordie describes her proj- 
ect as involving a new kind of ballet; 
“Tt’s a total involvement of dancers,” he 
says. “‘All the dancers are one body. 
Their movements are so together and 
precise, and yet so expressive.” 

Even our meeting in New York was 
the result of one of Geordie’s many in-

The history of gold in the New World is a beautiful and 
tragic tale, some aspects of which are almost beyond credence. 
On the South American continent, it had its beginning 500 
years before the Christian era, and continued there uninter- 
rupted for 2,000 years — until the Spanish conquest, nearly 
another 500 years ago. Worked gold served as a medium of 
fine art for one of the greatest cultures this planet has known 
— yet most of the products of this art and skill were doomed 
to extinction by another great culture: our own, the vaunted 
civilization of Western man. The vestiges that have escaped 
destruction did so only because they were buried — either lit- 
erally, in tombs or sacred wells or secret chambers, or else as 
the result of upheavals. 

So we have the paradoxical experience of viewing objects 
unseen by human eyes for as long as two milleniums. The dis- 
coveries of our days, due to the patient unearthing of archae- 
ologists, are nothing else than the rebirth of a great art. And 
museums the world over display with pride the exquisite figu- 
rines and various ornaments of cast and hammered gold from 
the great South-American civilizations, especially that of the 
famed Incas of Peru. 

There have been two major exhibitions of pre-Columbian 
gold in the United States in recent years. In 1963, Gold of the 
Andes (Treasures of Peru — consisting of more than 500 items 
from the famous collection of Senor Miguel Mujica Gallo) 
toured Europe and was later shown in several American muse-

ums. Next, in the fall of 1965, the National Gallery of Art 
displayed more than 150 items, on loan from Peruvian muse- 
ums, most of which were recent discoveries and had never 
been seen outside the country of origin. This exhibition also 
travelled in the U.S.A. 

The exhibition presented this year conjointly by the Muse- 
um of Fine Arts in Boston, the Art Institute of Chicago and 
the Virginia Museum has been brought together from the re- 
sources of North-American collections (both public and pri- 
vate) and possesses very special interest on this count. And 
the very fine catalogue issued on this occasion by the three 
museums has been illustrated not only with reproductions of 
objects actually on view, but also with depiction of some 
pieces of major importance that could not be obtained on loan 
but are necessary to comprehend a style — i.e., the famous 
pendant of cast gold in the shape of a mythical animal from 
the Dumbarton Oaks collections, originating from Venado 
Beach, west of the Panama Canal. 

After the Boston showing the exhibition goes to Chicago 
March 9th, and then will be on view in Virginia from March 
24th to April 20th. 

It includes representation not only of the gold of Peru but 
also presents the first comprehensive total coverage of Ecua- 
dor, Colombia, Panama, Costa Rica, and Mexico. This, of 
course, produces special interest for scholars. The general pub- 
lic cannot be expected to enter into all the fine distinctions of

epochs and styles but there can be no doubt that any percep- 
tive viewer can appreciate such salient characteristics as the 
splendid sculptural value of Inca and Aztec work, say, in con- 
trast to the two-dimensional figures of the Muisca of Colom- 
bia. The latter are both startingly primitive — one might say, 
crude — in general conception and unusually sensitive in the 
handling of linear details, achieved through the use of wax 
threads superimposed on the flat surfaces. (The Muisca people 
were born painters rather than sculptors, their vision pictorial 
rather than plastic.) 

On the whole, however, what will matter most to average 
visitors to the show will be the flagrant beauty and originality

of the objects, in combination with the extraordinarily glamor- ~ 
ous historical background. The word “gold,” of course, is of 
itself a lure; it has ever proven so. The same magic drew 
crowds to the display of the Tutankhamen Treasures, to the 
great show of ‘“‘Greek Gold” held in 1966 at the Virginia Mu- 
seum, etc. 

Actually, the value of the gold used in the making of these 
figures is a minimal factor. Yet it is this, rather than the true 
historical and artistic value (justly described in announce- 
ments as “‘irreplaceable and invaluable’’) that necessitated the 
addition of a detachment of special armed guards on 24-hour 
watch in addition to the regular security staff. Apart from the

financial loss, it would be heart-breaking if some of those pa- 
thetic remnants of what once was an incredible treasure trove 
should suffer at the hands of 20th Century vandals the same 
fate as the great bulk of it by 16th Century conquistadores — 
melted into bullion solely for the value of the metal. 

To blame the destruction of pre-Columbian gold on the 
conquistadores alone is not entirely accurate. The greater part 
of the blame should go to King Charles V. He (we were told 
at the time of the Gold of the Andes show in 1963) “. 
preoccupied with the war in Turkey and to pay his armies... 
ordered each priceless cargo sent to the crucibles — sight un- 
seen.” Yet they had excited the admiration not only of mem- 
bers of his court, and even of some of the conquistadores 
themselves, but also of Albrecht Diirer. When the treasure of 
Montezuma was displayed in Brussels in 1520, he pronounced 
these objects more beautiful than ‘‘the things of which mira- 
cles are made.”’ 

The artist whose name has come to stand for supreme 
achievement in both the art and the craft of goldsmithing, 
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Captain Odin Buaas says:

Benvenuto Cellini, had professed admiration for the early Pe- 
ruvian artisans. 

In the light of the artistic sacrilege committed by the roy- 
al master of Spain, it is startling indeed to bring to mind this 
paradox: It may be that when we admire one of the unri- 
valled productions of the Spanish goldsmiths of the Renais- 
sance, we do so only at the cost of the destruction of another 
masterpiece of a doomed civilization. For the ingots obtained 
by smelting the wondrous pre-Columbian jewels must have 
been used to some extent by contemporary jewellers making 
their masterpieces. 

We can only palliate the loss to the cultural heritage of 
mankind by reading over again the old chronicles that tell of 
the unimaginable accumulation of wealth and beauty that 
melted like April snow before the greed of the conquistadores. 
And first of all, we must realize that to ancient South Ameri- 
cans gold was a sacred element, symbolizing the sun. 

The supreme sanctuary to that deity, the Temple of the 
Sun in Cuzco, was entirely covered with sheets of gold; it con- 
tained an enormous disk of gold set with precious stones, the 
huge circumference of which was further extended by long 
rays and flames. It must indeed have been a stupendous sight. 
As to the garden of the temple, the description found in old 
records is enchanting; “‘Everything in it was made of gold, or 
at worst, of silver.” The very streets of Lima were paved with 
silver!) All the garden’s flora and fauna, actual sizes and in- 
cluding a flock of sheep with shepherds, were made of more 
precious metal. A field of corn was golden indeed — not as a 
metaphor, but as a fact. 

Yet even this pales before the recounting of what must

surely have been the most fantastic experience of the entire 
Spanish conquest. Pizarro, having captured King Atahualpa 
in the city of Cajamarca, traded him his royal life for three 
rooms full of gold and silver. This was the price the Inca had 
proudly set himself, and the ‘‘rooms’’ were nothing like our 
modern cubicles. Because of the delay in delivery, Pizarro 
sent envoys to check on the progress of the precious shipment, 
which had to be transported from far-off mines. When the en- 
voys reached a hill above the sacred city of Pachacamac, the 
Spaniards faced what appeared to be a solid sheet of gold 
clothing the entire mountain from top to bottom. The reflect- 
ed glow of the sun almost blinded them. As they drew nearer 
they discovered the reason for this phenomenon; the carriers 
had set down their burdens for a rest and the ground was 
covered with a multitude of beautiful objects, all pure gold. 

In addition to the temple treasures, each Inca (emperor) 
possessed personal treasures that were not dispersed at his 
death but held as a memorial in a palace-temple. Neither 
Egypt nor Rome nor Byzantium can challenge this magnifi- 
cence. No wonder Sir Walter Raleigh reported to Queen Eliza- 
beth, no doubt with considerable envy, that the treasures of 
the Incas by far surpassed all the booty of history! 

The gold objects of this tri-museum show span the era 
from the Chavin culture of Peru in the 5th Century B.C. to 
the sophisticated Mixtecs culture of pre-conquest Mexico. It is 
almost superfluous to point out the admirable skill of the 
craftsman. As to the repertory, all cultures shared a common 
imagery based on symbolic bestiary (alligators, birds, cats, 
jaguars, frogs, etc.), as well as the human figure. Gold working 
did not come to Mexico until four or five centuries before the

conquest, but to make up for this some of the achieveinents of 
the ancient Mexican goldsmith-artists are among the most 
beautiful of all pre-Columbian gold productions. 

While individual taste necessarily must play a role in 
ranking these objects of art, each and everyone superlative in 
every respect, there can be little doubt that the pieces marked 
with special sculptural interest deserve pride of place. Among 
these illustrated here: the magnificent head-piece, or tiara, 
from the earliest Latin-American culture, with plain head- 
band and rising tower-like upper ‘structure’ of wonderfully 
intricate and coordinated design; the royal Inca effigy head 
beak, so monumental that one is startled to find that original 
does not exceed seven inches in height; the oddly mysterious 
and minute pendant of the Sinu culture; another pendant, ac- 
credited to the Darien culture, is so abstract that it is hard to 
believe that the theme is actually anthropomorphic. 

On the whole, the two major trends were the sculptural 
one, where animals and human, or anthropomorphic, figures 
were represented either in the full round or in a very high 
relief, and what might be called the‘‘medallist’’ style, where 
stylized designs were hammered into thin gold plaques. To ap- 
preciate the marvelously balanced grace and vigor of the lat- 
ter, it is an interesting and worthwhile experiment to look at 
the pieces upside-down. It will be found then, that while the 
theme is lost, none of the beauty of design is weakened in any 
way. In fact, in the example shown here — in what, surely, 
can only be a coincidence — a new design appears to be 
formed, depicting a fantastic monster, multi-legged and with 
tall feathered crest. 

All was gold that glittered, indeed, in ancient Latin Ameri- 
ca — not only in respect to the precious material used, but 
because of the supreme taste and skill displayed by a proud 
and deeply original culture.

Mi acame Anna Chennault’s ability 
as unofficial ambassador-at-large for the 
Nixon Administration is and has been a 
Many-Splendored Thing. 

The Chinese-born widow of General 
Claire Chennault was one of the most ti- 
tled women in the Nixon campaign and 
inauguration, serving as co-chairman 
(with Mamie Eisenhower) of the Na- 
tional Advisory Committee of Women 
for Nixon-Agnew; as special advisor to 
J. Willard Marriott, head of the Inaugu- 
ral Committee; and vice-chairman of the 
Governors’ Reception Committee. She 
also ‘‘socked it to ’em’’ as vice-chairman 
of the Republican National Finance 
Committee. 

Of her highly successful fund-raising 
stint for President Nixon, she says: ‘I 
never waste time asking for small sums. 
If you ask a contributor for $10 and he 
turns you down, you’re embarrassed. If 
you ask him for $1,000 and he declines, 
it is he who is embarrassed.”’ 

Madame Chennault was born Anna 
Chen in Peking and comes from a family 
of scholars, soldiers and diplomats. She 
was educated in Hong Kong. Her father, 
Dr. Y.W. Chen, was Chinese Consul- 
General in San Francisco, and she is the 
granddaughter of the first Chinese Am- 
bassador to Cuba. 

Besides being an asset to the Repub- 
lican party she is a high-powered busi- 
ness woman who is Vice-President of the 
Flying Tiger Airline, an air cargo com- 
pany, which was formed by pilots who 
flew under General Chennault’s com- 
mand carrying supplies ‘‘over the 
hump” from Burma to China during 
World War II. 

She has lectured extensively in the 
United States, and in Asia, in an effort 
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plendore 


to “‘build bridges of understanding be- 
tween the Orient and the West.” Deeply 
sympathetic to the world’s under-privi- 
leged, she has always been a militant 
anti-communist. 

Anna Chennault has authored 17 
books, many short stories and two En- 
glish-Chinese dictionaries. One Thousand 
Springs, the story of her life with the 
general, is in its eighth printing and will 
be made into a movie by MGM. A new 
novel, Night Without Stars, will be pub- 
lished this spring. She has also done 
broadcasting for the Voice of America 
and taught in the Foreign Service School 
at Georgetown University. On the light- 
er side, she is something of an expert on 
fashion and designs her own clothes, 
furs, and jewelry. 

Visiting Vietnam 12 times in the 


| past two years, she flies back and forth 
| to the Far East like a commuter. She 
| frequently advises Asian nations in the 


process of entering the air age. She says: 
“Air communication aids greatly in pro- 
moting good relations among free na- 
tions.”

| is also an attractive, feminine woman 
and the mother of two teen-age daugh- 


ters, Claire Anna and Cynthia Louise,

Over the Bounding Main 


Shipboard cruising is strictly for 
fun. That explains the lengthening boat- 
tour season, the soaring selection of 
cruises to a broadening array of destina- 
tions, and especially the dramatic 
growth of traffic through Florida’s tropi- 
cal Gold Coast ports. 

What used to be a two-month cruise 
season now stretches from September 
through May, with attractive offerings 
throughout most of the year. Port Ever- 
glades launches about two-dozen major 
ships on more than 150 cruises this sea- 
son, down into the Caribbean, ’round 
South America, through the Mediterra- 
nean, and around the world. 

Port Everglades and the new Port ot 
Miami with their recent $41-million in 
passenger terminal improvements put 
cruise-bent voyageurs into the sun sever- 
al days sooner than northern ports. Lit- 
tle wonder these bright embarkation 
quays will handle about 400,000 passen- 
gers this year and see a score of new 
ships slip through warm waters to these 
favored shores. 

South Florida ports are awash with 
golden rewards for travelers. Skies are 
warmer and seas calmer in winter. The 
passenger stations are less crowded, 
more modern, and easily accessible by 
air and land from key points in the U.S. 

International airports serving Mi- 
ami, Fort Lauderdale, and Palm Beach 
make the combination of air-sea tour 
cruises or independent travel one-way 
by air and return by sea not only feasi- 
ble but actually quite popular. The idea 
is captivating, time-saving and comfort- 
able. 

Perhaps the most significant plus for 
Florida’s oceanic ports is their conve- 
nience for ready combination with land- 
based sojourns in Florida, principal Car- 
ibbean isles, or in summer-warmed 
South America at the very moment the 
U.S. is deep in winter’s chill. 

Cruise ships also proffer a special 
way ot life while extending resort ser- 
vices and comfort to sea. Advantages in- 
clude “‘high-season”’ entertainment fea- 
tures and stars, gourmet cuisine, and 
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comprehensive vacation-center  ser- 
vices. Quiet seas quiet the nerves 
through insulation from routine daily 
pressures of business and home. 

Aboard a luxurious cruise ship, 
travelers choose between lazy days or 
organized activities en route to refresh- 
ing destinations. All details for ground 
tours at ports-of-call are arranged by 
specialists, while the resort-afloat obvi- 
ates baggage worries, transfers, and ho- 
tel check-in-and-out tedium. 

Cruise-ship accommodations are al- 
most invariably limited so as to assure 
highest quality service. For this reason, 
travel connoisseurs usually plan a cruise 
about eight months in advance, to be 
sure of the broadest selection of sailing 
dates and ships, but many choice trips 
are still available. 

A Florida-based cruise can be a long 
weekend excursion or a three-month so- 
journ, with price ranging from about 
$100 to more than $10,000. Selection of- 
fers much that is nice, novel and new. 

New to the scene, for example, is 
Paquet Line’s 492-foot M.S. Renais- 
sance, which bowed at Port Everglades 
last season. Its two swimming pools and 
115-seat cinemascope theatre embellish 
fine appointments that are coupled with 
French cuisine and service. 

The Renaissance’s Easter Cruise 
(March 31—April 13) is typical; it calls 
at six ports in two weeks. The 3,545- 
mile itinerary ranges from the Virgin Is- 
lands south to Bonaire and over to Ja- 
maica, before return. The ship’s Florida 
cruise season extends from early Decem- 
ber to mid-April. 

The North German Lloyd Compa- 
ny’s handsome M.S. Europa calls at 
Port Everglades on March 14, to begin a 
13-day cruise through the Caribbean 
and south to LaGuaira, gateway to Ca- 
racas. The interesting itinerary com- 
mences with a day at Charlotte Amalie 
on St. Thomas and closes with a stop at 
Nassau. This is the last of a series of 
cruises made from Florida by the Euro- 
pa, since early January.

Cunard Line’s newest cruise liners, offer 
great choice of sailings of different 
lengths and routings. The Carmania 
slates cruises from Port Everglades on 
March 16 and 30, as well as April 10. 
Among exciting ports are Martinique, 


Barbados, Grenada, Aruba and Kings- 
ton. Cunard’s usual seasonal schedule in 
this sun-splashed area lists more than a 
dozen major cruises. 

Soon, the 65,000-ton Queen Elizabeth 
2, a $72-million resort city afloat, will 


debut in the Caribbean (but not all fu- 
ture routes and dates are yet set). Queen 
Elizabeth 2 will take voyageurs to the 
sunshine irrespective of season, and will © 
not sail a regular route as most liners 
do. In February, there were two Carib- 
bean cruises scheduled, and on March 11 
Q.E.-2 is slated to call at Barbados, 
where it may be met for the cruise to 
New York. 

At Port Everglades another star per- 
former is the German Atlantic Line’s 
T.S. Hanseatic, which boasts one indoor 
and two outdoor pools. On March 19, it 
makes a 14-day cruise to Puerto Rico, 
various Caribbean stops, and on to Ven- 
ezuela and Colombia before return via 
Jamaica. 

The Hanseatic also follows the same 
cruise itinerary on April 14, but on April 
2 the ship makes an 11-day trip by skip- 
ping the extension to Colombia. (The 
new 23,500-ton sister-ship Hamburg 
starts a career of Caribbean cruising 
from Port Everglades next January.) 

To round out its season of grand 
cruises in the Caribbean, the Norwegian 
America Line’s M.S. Bergensfjord plans 
three-week trips from Port Everglades 
on March 13 and April 18. These unusu- 
al itineraries include 13 ports, Kingston 
and Curacao, the Caribbean trequented 
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Beautifully reproduced Spanish pieces from Net- 
tle Creek. Heavy woven and fringed spreads, in 
an array of colors.

On the other side of the hour glass was fine white sand 
from Cape Kennedy, site of the first manned space flight. Said 
Mr. Iverson: ‘‘We believe that the two-sided hour glass truly 
reflects a dynamic span of time in world history — the 
progress of flight.” 

Captain Walter M. Schirra Jr. USN, command pilot of 
Apollo 7 which orbited the earth 163 times last October, was 
presented the Special Kitty Hawk Memorial Award. His 
words had touching sincerity as he said to Mr. Iverson, ‘‘I 
should thank you” but, turning to his parents, he said, “I 
shall thank you instead.”’ 

Recipient of the military award for Distinguished Military 
Achievement was army Warrant Officer Frederick E. Fergu- 
son. An army helicopter pilot, he had displayed unusual cour- 
age and flying skill in Vietnam. 

The civilian award went to Herman R. Salmon, one of the 
world’s top test pilots, for distinguished civilian achievement. 

Everyone was genuinely sorry to see the exciting evening 
end and few left without getting a prized autograph of the 
famous Schirra . . . for their children and grandchildren, they 
said. We wanted it just because it seems pretty wonderful to 
be living in this age!

Italian Approach 


By LOWIS CARLTON 


An old world recipe produces this attractive platter of veal steaks. They are coated with Parmesan 
cheese, egg and cracker crumbs, flavored with oregano and Sauterne or Chablis and served with noodles. 
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Shake otf those shackles of conserva- 
tism and have fun with Italian foods! 
Most Americans do not have to be sold 
on Italian food, since spaghetti and piz- 
za have become as American as apple 
pie. But there is more to Italian cuisine 
— and many of the methods of cooking 
and seasoning, brought to the American 
table, can add new excitement to family 
and party dishes. 

When you take the Italian approach, 
you will have to modify all those con- 
servative notions about vegetables. First 
of all, pass up cabbage and potatoes in 
favor of zucchini (pronounced zoo-kee- 
nee) and eggplant. You will use more 
carrots, celery, cauliflower and broccoli. 
And crisp, white fennel will become a fa- 
vorite. Also spinach, in new and inter- 
esting dress. 

Your best source, of course, will be 
the best-stocked Italian grocery you can 
find. And, to keep you supplied with 
fresh ideas, a really good Italian cook- 
book, such as Ada Boni’s classic The 
Talisman Italian Cook Book or Samuel 
Chamberlain’s Italian Bouquet. 

Minestrone you must master, of 
course — a mixture of boiled greens and 
vegetables of all sorts, with the addition 
of tomatoes and spices, served with a 
sprinkling of Parmesan cheese. Also 
Minestrone alla Milanese — broth made 
of rice and green vegetables, flavored 
with pork drippings and tomato. 

You may take a tip from the Sicilian 
who scoops out fresh tomatoes, then fills 
them with sauteed onion, olives, ancho- 
vies, parsley, capers, tomato pulp and 
breadcrumbs, then bakes them in a 
moderate oven for 30 minutes. Or sub- 
stitute sweet green peppers. Or use the 
eggplant recipe given below. 

Take a new look at veal, Italian 
style. Try a shin bone of veal, sliced, 
with meat adhering to it, cooked in ra- 
gout, and served on a bed of rice, peas 
or mashed potato — Ossobuco, as they 
do it in northern Italy. Get acquainted 
with Rome’s famous Saltimbocca, so 
good it literally “‘jumps in the mouth.” 
Slices of veal are skewered with slices of 
ham, sauteed with butter, and seasoned 
with a sprinkling of Marsala wine. 

You should have wine to flavor the 
food and to serve with the meal — and 
you may choose from imported Italian 
wines or the less-expensive, equally- 
delicious American wines. And these 
vary from the white, dry varieties to the 
rich, red wines in such profusion that 
they invite a leisurely sampling and in- 
dividual study. 

Cheeses are equally plentiful — so 
much so, in fact, that it is best to pro- 
ceed with caution. As the Italian chef 
sees it, cheese may be used to benefit a 
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Noodles Antonio is tempting dish with cheese sauce and sour cream, garnished with ripe olives. Very good served with bread sticks, crisp salad and chilled wine.

used discreetly, the flavor drowns that 
of the original dish and also “‘spoils the 
touch of the food’’ on the tongue. You 
may have to substitute Bel Paese, which 
travels well, for Mozzarella, which does 
not; or our creamed cottage cheese for 
Italian Ricotta. But gourmet markets 
frequently have excellent choices of 
whole Parmesan (not grated), Gruyere, 
and Gorgonzola. 

A well-stocked pantry shelf is a 
must. This shopping list should help get 
you in the mood for your Italian kitchen 
fling: 

Anchovy Fillets in Oil Use small- 
est size cans for sauces, pizzas, stuffings 
and salads. Refrigerate after opening. 

Capers — Use for sauces, salads, gar- 
nishing, fish dishes. 

Olive Oil Get the lightest, freshest 
oil you can find. The flavor is essential 
in good Italian fare. 

Tunny Fish in Oil — Use in antipas- 
ti, sauces, salads. Expensive cuts are 
called Ventresca. 

Prawns — Useful, canned or dried, 
for antipasti, risotto, etc. 

Ham — Usetul for stuffings, vegeta- 
ble and cheese dishes. Buy small cans 
for emergency use when cooked ham is 
not handy. 


Prosciutto Crudo — Thinly sliced 
Italian raw ham, expensive in cans, but 
wonderful on melon and special dishes. 

Chicken and Meat Stock Cubes — In- 


valuable for many recipes calling for | 


stock or broth soups and risottos. 

Dried Yeast — Useful when fresh 
yeast is not available, and for spur-of- 
the-moment pizzas. Keeps indefinitely. 

Dried Breadcrumbs — Only white 
crumbs are to be used.

Rice — Buy a good quality Pied- 
mont rice, by the pound, as needed. 

Herbs and Spices — Stock dried ba- 
sil, oregano or marjoram, bay leaves, 
sage, rosemary. Fresh parsley for dishes 
when garlic is used, and most other dish- 
es, as well. Mint to use in omelettes, 
stews and salads. Nutmeg to grate into 
meat dishes (but lightly!) and use in 
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cakes. Stick cinnamon; whole and 
ground cloves for soups, meats, game. 
Paprika as a garnish and for flavor, 
preferably the sweet Hungarian variety. 
Saffron. 

Pepper and Salt — A pepper mill, 
black peppercorns, coarse sea salt. 

Tomato Puree — Small cans of con- 
centrated puree to add to canned toma- 
toes. Non-concentrated puree with basil 
to use in sauces. 

Olives — Large jars of both green 
and black types. 

Dried Mushrooms — Soak in water 
and drain. Use in winter when fresh 
mushrooms may be scarce. 

Pine Nuts — Find them at health 
food stores; use with spinach, meat and 
fish dishes. 

Wine Vinegar — Use in salad dress- 
ings and sauces. 

Wine — For cooking, half-bottles of 
dry white and red wines; also, a bottle 
of Marsala. 

Slimsters will relish the rich, rummy 
cakes and cookies which Italians enjoy 
with black, black coffee. And dieters will 
welcome the traditional Italian dessert 
of fresh pears, oranges, bananas and figs 
with cheese.
